Of the many millions of “ fans” 
who attended the thousands of mov­ 
ing picture theaters throughout the 
ountry each day, there are compar­ 
atively few who know enough about 
the making of the various pictures 
to be able to see beyond the screen. 
There are many 
people who read 
moving picture journals, and are ed­ 
ucating them selves in the mechanical 
side of pictures, and, needless to say, 
this education 
helps them to get 
more satisfaction and benefit out of 
what they see on the screen. 
For instance, an audience enjoys a 
panorama of beautiful scenery, as 
seen from a moving train, but how 
many know that the camera man and 
his precious instrument are on the 
fender, or ‘‘cowcatcher’’ of the en­ 
gine? 
The footing is precarious, if 
not actually dangerous, yet in spite 
of the bumping and swaying of the 
train, the camera man m ust keep 
turning his crank, not too fast or too 
slow, in order that the audiences that 
are to view’ the picture may be able 
to see the country alm ost as accu­ 
rately as if they were actually on 
that moving train. 
How many people know’ the cost 
of a moving picture camera? Plenty 
are being advertised at as low a 
price as $75, but the kind that the 
professionals use cost as high as $1,- 
000. 
And the purchase of the cam ­ 
era is only the first tiny step toward 
the making of a picture. If it is to be 
a great multiple reel picture,the scen­ 
ario must be written and purchased. 
Prices as higli as $r>,000 are being 
paid the fam ous authors and play­ 
wrights for a single scenario. The di­ 
rectors must lay out the scenes, lf 
anv part is to be taken outdoors 
there are suitable locations to look 
up. 
Frequently it is necessary to 
take the entire company to a foreign 
country in order to get “atm osphere.” 
For the interior scenes, special scen­ 
ery must be built, and this means 
weeks of tedious work and study. 
Th** actors 
now 
come in for their 
share. 
As the picture industry has 
progressed these people lia 'e been 
able to demand higher salaries and 
now ihe average picture actor gets 
more in his weekly envelope than 
the average legitimate actor. 
That 
explains in part the reason why so 
many footlight favorites prefer to 
work iii front of the camera. 
The cost of costuming, traveling 
and so on is enormous. 
Then the e 
is the personal risk run by the act­ 
ors. 
They are frequently called on 
to take their lives in their hands 
for the sake of a picture, and many 
are seriously hurt in the perform- 
i J Pl i t

A\ C st ante of their duty. Insurance com ­ 
panies mention 
the occupation of 
moving picture actor as a “bad risk.” 
Hundreds of other details might he 
mentioned, but this casual review 
may be able to help the enthusiastic

hidden. 
Perhaps also, it may help 
to explain why the cost of admission 
is being increased.
